THE STATE OF NEw HAMPSHIRE 


To the Inhabitants of the School District in the Town of 
Boscawen, qualified to vote in district affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Main Street School 
in said district on the twenty-fourth day of March, 1951, at 
2:00 o’clock in the afternoon to act upon the following sub- 
jects: 


1. To choose a Moderator for the coming year. 
2. To choose a Clerk for the ensuing year. 


3. To choose a Member of the School Board to com- 
plete the two year term ending March, 1953. 


4. To choose a Member of the School Board for the 
ensuing three years. 


5. To choose a Treasurer for the ensuing year. 


6. To determine and appoint the salaries of the School 
Board and Truant Officer, and fix the compensation of any 
other officers or agents of the District. 


7. To hear the reports of Agents, Auditors, Committees, 
or officers heretofore chosen, and pass any vote relating 
thereto. 


8. To choose Agents, Auditors and Committtees in re- 
lation to any subject embraced in this Warrant. 


9. To see what sum of money the district will raise and 
appropriate for the support of schools, for the salaries of dis- 
trict officials and agents, and for the payment of statutory 
obligations of the district, and to authorize the application 
against said appropriation of such sums as are estimated to 
be received from the state equalization fund together with 
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other income; the school board to certify to the selectmen the 
balance between the estimated revenue and the appropriation, 
which balance is to be raised by taxes by the town. 


10. To see whether the district will authorize the School 
Board of Boscawen to make a complete joint survey with 
the School Boards of Penacook and Canterbury and any 
other interested School Boards of adjoining towns, concern- 
ing the feasibility of forming a cooperative school district 
for elementary and high school purposes, and to make a re- 
port with recommendations at a future special meeting or 
annual meeting of the school district.

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REPORT CONCERNING TRANSPORTATION 


In accordance with the vote of the annual school district 
meeting, the school board has investigated the transporta- 
tion of Boscawen pupils. 


The three possible systems under consideration were: 
(1) Town-owned bus. 
(2) A bus contract of several years with an individual. 
(3) Continuation of the use of three station wagons. 


We do not think it advisable for the town of Boscawen to 
purchase and operate a school bus, because of the housing, 
bus maintenance, and general cost. 


We are considering calling for bids on a possible bus con- 
tract for a period of several years. This would give an in- 
dividual the chance to spread his bus cost over several years. 
It might be economical for the town. We are now operating 
three routes to improve the time for pupils to leave home 
and return, and to reduce the time spent by children in wait- 
ing for transportation to the Main Street School. We shall 
continue to study the bus transportation for the purpose of 
improving the efficiency and to reduce costs to the Boscawen 
taxpayer.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF 
SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and the Citizens of the Boscawen 
School District: 3 


I herewith submit my first annual report as your Super- 
intendent of Schools: e 

It is very evident that the town of Boscawen has a serious 
problem concerning school buildings and the future of edu- 
cation in Boscawen. The international situation may last 
for a period of ten to twenty-five years. It will be unfor- 
tunate for the children of Boscawen if they are forced to 
lose opportunities in education that many communities are 
giving their children. 

The following chart shows the enrollment by grades of 
the Boscawen schools at the last tabulation:

Your attention is invited to the fact that the Water Street 
School has one teacher teaching five grades in one room, 
It is also noted that the Plains School has two teachers, each 
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teaching three grades each in one room. The Main Street 

School has seven teachers for eight grades. 

It is very clear that the first grade youngster at the Main 
Street School has a much greater opportunity of receiving 
a good first grade education than the first grader in the 
Plains or Water Street Schools. 

The pupils of grades seven and eight need industrial arts 
and home economics. It is impossible to provide this educa- 
tion at the Main Street School. 

Boscawen has apparently been considering the erection of 
a new school for many years with great differences of 
opinion concerning location. 

It has been proposed by some individuals that the Main 
Street School and a brick structure near the school be com- 
pletely renovated for a combined school for all children of 
Boscawen. This might involve the removal of several 
houses to provide adequate playground space. 

It has also been suggested that a new school for the first 
eight grades be erected on a new site on or off the Daniel 
Webster Highway on some eight to ten acre lot. Boscawen 
has had a very serious expenditure involved in connection 
with the town water supply. Many taxpayers are hesitant 
to assume a new heavy bonded indebtedness. 

I wish to point out that a new grade school for eight grades 
would be an investment for the children of at least two gen- 
erations. ©The Boscawen children are entitled to the best 
education now being given in any town or city in New 
Hampshire. This building, if erected, would still involve 
high teaching costs, equipment, and building space, if the 
facilities were provided for industrial arts, home economics, 
guidance, art, and music. I am suggesting that the school 
boards of Boscawen, Canterbury, Penacook, and any other 
interested communities seriously study the educational values 
of a cooperative school district. 

This district would have one school board, would equalize 


BOSCAWEN TOWN REPORT 65 


the educational tax, and would divide the costs of new school 
building construction among all the towns. 

The school boards would study, in cooperation with the 
State Education Department, the school buildings, transporta- 
tion, instruction, curricula, and advantages of the proposed 
consolidated district. 

Each school district would have to vote separately con- 
cerning joining the cooperative school district. All towns 
would be represented on any future cooperative school board. 

This cooperative school district, once the voters and pa- 
rents are convinced of the better education possibilities for 
children, would proceed with an educational plan that might 
have various advantages. 

If three or four towns were able to combine for the good 
of children, these towns could have a real education in the 
lower grades and a sound specialized education in a modern 
junior-senior high school. 

I can visualize that this plan might finally result in a 
junior-senior high school in one town, and a building for the 
first six grades erected in each of the other towns. I per- 
sonally do not recommend transporting small children great 
distances to a large centralized school. This enlarged dis- 
trict could have good schools, good playgrounds, a good 
transportation system, and a good community center in each 
town. . 

It is very feasible that the school boards, studying this 
problem and consulting with the citizens, would develop sev- 
eral possibilities for the consideration of the voters. 

I am suggesting that every voter and citizen study the 
problem of schools in Boscawen. 

The budget of Boscawen is increased chiefly because of 
the increased cost of tuition. The charges run from $225.00 
to $275.00 per pupil. 

I am suggesting that the transportation problem of Bos- 
cawen, which will increase annually as more homes are con- 
structed, be faced realistically. The problem cannot be 
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solved simply by adding more operators. I am suggesting 
that complete specification be drawn so that each individual 
bidder will be competing on the same basis, and that a bus 
contract be given for four years. Several towns have 
solved their transportation problem in this way: The chil- 
dren are transported in a forty-eight passenger bus with one 
or two cars bringing a few children to the main lines. 

The School Board of Boscawen is doing everything pos- 
sible for the best education for each child, within the limita- 
tions of the school budget and inadequate school facilities. 
It has attempted to keep the old buildings in good repair, 
clean, painted, warm and safe. There is always the ques- 
tion of how far a school district should proceed in spending 

money on repairing old buildings. The time comes when 
“good dollars are sent after bad dollars.” 

The state aid question may not be settled by tite legisla- 
ture until summer. I am suggesting that, if Boscawen re- 
ceives an increased amount of state aid, some of the money 
be placed in a capital reserve fund for future school con- 
struction. The town of Boscawen in a few years would 
reduce the building bonded indebtedness necessary for a new 
school. | 

I wish to express my appreciation for the cooperation and 
assistance of the members of the Boscawen School Board, 
the teaching staff, and all citizens.

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REPORT OF THE PENACOOK AND BOSCAWEN 
WATER PRECINCT COMMISSIONERS 


While we were not able to complete the 1950 program be- 
cause of the great delay in securing materials, we were able 
to make substantial progress on the program as a whole, and 
the balance will be completed early this year. 

The new water main on Academy Street, 1200 feet long, 
was completed, including a new hydrant for improved fire 
protection in that area. 

The base for the tank was completed and it is expected 
the tank will be under construction before this meeting. 

The necessary pipe for relaying the main on Crescent 
Street was delivered in the fall and this will be laid this 
spring. 

The pipe and fittings for the new main to run from North 
Main Street to the tank were delivered early in the winter. 

Approximately eighty per cent of the leaks in the cast 
iron main from the pond have been repaired and all of the 
under ground work at the pumping station has been com- 
pleted. This consists of a complicated set of pipes, valves 
and gates, and a concrete well, from which the water is 
pumped, five feet in diameter and twenty-nine feet deep. 

The program for 1951 includes laying a new main from 
North Main Street down Water Street to where the present 
main crosses the river; replacing the old main on North 
Main Street from the corner of Water Street to the blow-off 
near the Contoocook River bridge and replacing the old main 
on School Street. This means in all, the laying of ap- 
proximately 2300 feet of new mains of different sizes, which 
will replace original mains with abnormal maintenance costs. 
By getting an early start on this program as a result of our 
special precinct meeting held on January 18th we now feel 
confident that this year’s program may be carried through 
during the present season. 
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The relocation of the D. W. Highway from Paul Jones 
hollow south will make some unexpected expense for the 
precinct, but after conferring with the State Highway Com- 
missioners, we do not think this will be excessive. 

We have been able to secure very favorable rates on our 
long term borrowings, so that our interest charges on the 
bonds issued in 1950 and those to be issued in 1951 will 
be very moderate. 

We want to express our appreciation of the help and sup- 
port given us throughout the year by the Advisory Com- 
mittee. | 

This report would not be complete unless mention was 
made of the cooperation of the Valley Trust Company, not 
only in receiving and recording water rentals from our cus- 
tomers, but in advising with us on many occasions on busi- 
ness and financial matters. 

We also feel that the contracting firm of R. H. White and 
Company have been most helpful to us in every way and we 
feel that our engineer has been of the greatest assistance to 
us in developing our long range program in its many details.
